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ENLISTMENTS OPENED IN MOUNTAIN TROOPS 
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Enlistments: in the llountain’ Troops have 
been reopened for a limited time, accord- 
ing to word received from the War De- 
partment through the National Ski Patrol 
System. Under a recently expanded pro- 
cram, there is imuiediate demand for 
qualified men in specialized mountain 
warfare. They will be trained in the 
techniques required for transporting 
and supplies, fightine, and scouting 
mountainous regions considered im- 
pregnable to the average infantry unit. 

The National Ski Patrol indicated 
that experience in skiing would not 
required in the present enlistment, and 
the appeal would be directed toward men 
in good physical. condition who are at 
home in the mountains. and who~ have 
the stamina necessary to live in the 
open at any time of the year. These 
men should have had experience as for- 
esters, lumberjacks, timber cruisers, 
in CCC Camps, as hikers and campers, 
well as skiers, rock climbers, and 
mountain climbers. 

The National Ski Patrol System is 
under contract to the War Department to. 
cooperate in contacting such men. It 
has been authorized to obtain special 
assignment for qualified inductees so 
that they te report immediately to 
the Mountain Troons for basic training 
at Camp .
